“Gen. Zasealitch's report, dated to¬ 
day, ou the fight of May 1st, *aj« that 
Ike battle waa fought under the follow¬ 
ing circumstances: The 12th and 22nd 
regiments, and the second and third bat¬ 
teries of the aixth brigade of artillery 
were engaged In the battle, which began 
with heavy canuouading of our right 
flank by siege guns at Wiju, and field 
bntterie* in the distance. ’After a lull 
tho fighting was resumed with eitrmor-* 
diuary violence against the left flank at 
Turenchen. and our position at Potie- 
tidaky. A fusilade was also begun by 
small parties of Japanese across the 
river. Tire situation of the defenders' 
position became increasingly difficult, es¬ 
pecially at Potietiuaky, which waa bom¬ 
barded on the front and on both flanks. 

“Thirty Japanese guns were pilled

rear <*f Turenchen, followed by a concen¬ 
trated fire of the Japanese, who could 
not make up their minds to descend 
from the crest they occupied and face 
the fire of oar batteries of poulemet*. 
,Xkey dug fresh trenches and opened a 
Jieavy artillery firs on our new posi¬ 
tion and began to turn our left flank 
towards Chingow. 

‘Two battalions of the lith regiment, 
ami the third battery of the third bri¬ 
gade of artillery, belonging to the main 
reserve, were ordered to Laofnubou. 
They occupied a position with a double 
firing line, thus permitting our advance 
Hoe, which had suffered heavily, and 
our wounded, to retire. A battalion of 
the 11th regiment, both flanks of which 
were repeatedly turned by the enemy, 
•dtrapinl with fixed bayonets, preceded 
by buglers, to clear a passage. The 
Japanese, however, declined n hand-to- 
hand conflict and recoiled. In front of 
the regiment, a chaplain, bearing a cross, 
was struck by two bullets. 

“It was only by advancing on the 
Japanese with the bayonets that t*he 7th 
regiment waa able to retire. On the 
arrival of the battalion of the 10th regi¬ 
ment. all the troops were able fo beat a 
retreat. 

•The losses of the 11th and 12th regi- 
meut/t were very great, but they are 
not yet exactly known. In the 11th 
die killed included Colonel Laming and 
Lieut.-Colonels Dometti and Raievaky. 
The 12th lost wine company command- 
era killed or wounded. 

‘The-second and third batteries of the 
6th brigade, haring lost the greater 
bioiImt of their men and horses, were 
compelled to abandon their guns. For 
some reason six guns of the tliird bat¬ 
tery of th* third brigade of artillery, 
and eight poulemet*. which could not 
be brought away, were also, disabled. 
Tffie iu<»untninou* nature of the country 
made It Impossible to save the guns by 
Means of drag ropes.
